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HOTSE OF COMMONS. 


Preterential Trade Relations with 
the Mother Ceuntry. 


In the House of Commons, on Mon 
day last, there was introduced, by Mr. 
McNeil, Conservative member for 
North Bruce a resolution of unusual 
importance, indicating, 1s it doubt- 
less does, the views of the Conservative 
Party, regarding our outside trade re- 
Jaticns. It was as foliows :— 

“That if and when the Parliament 
of Great Britian and Ireland admits 
Canadian products to the markets of 
the United Kingdom,upon more favor- 
able terms than aceorded to the pro- 
ducts of forcign countries, the Parlia- 
ment of Canada will be prepared to 
accord corresponding advantages by a 
reduetion in duties imposed upon 
British manufactured goods,” 

He quoted Lord Salisbury, who said 
“That the great question of the world 
was that of the warfare which 
had for its weapons protective legisla- 
tion, and which carried on that warfare 
fuliy.” Lord Salisbury had further 
said that “Protection had been inire- 
duced only when infant industries 
were required. It was the result of 
American action of 1866 which beund 
together the outlying provinces of 
Great Britain.” 

Mr. Hazen said th:t he wondered 
why the Opposition cid not speak up- 
on so vital a question, affecting the 
trade interests of Canada. It would 
be of immerse benefit to Canada to 
have ten per cent advantage on exports 
and to give the same or imports. The 
policy of fair trade feeling was growing 
in Great Britain. The policy of Hon. 
Mr. Laurier as shewn in his Boston 
apreches was ridiculed the day after in 
the Boston Journal of Commeree. That 
journal showed that reciprocity meant 
Annexation. When the MeKinley bill 
was passed n commercial erisis in Can 
ada was feared, but a great market for 
agricultural proauce would be opened 
if the resolution was carried out.” 

Mr. Gilmore, a Reform member op- 
posed the resolution. 

It may be observed from the Parlia- 
mentary report that, throughout the 
whole debate on this resolution, 1t was 
recognized that our present Colonial 
relationehip, ashas been frequently 
intimated inthe columns of the Tivas, 
is in its nature but temporary, and 
only preparatory to one of the possible 
futures for Canada, viz : Independence; 
annexation to the United States ; or 
Tmperial Federation, prefaced in the 
Mmenntime by preferential trade re- 
lations between Great Britain and her 
colonies. 

With the firet and second of theese 
possible futures, by far the greater 
number ef Canadians have but seant 
sympathy, and will not ascord their 
support to either. Their sympathies, 
as well as their material interests, 


e+ 
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unite in inducing them te support the | 


third. 

By establishing Free Trade with the 
United States, Canada would undoubt 
edly be drawn beyond retraction into 
political annexation with her Amer- 
ican neighbors. 

In closer politienl relations with the 
Mother Covntry we would have estaly 
lished that which would be of inca! 
culable benefit to each in the encour 
agement, intere hange and dey eloj e- 
ment of their respective resources. 

The debate onthe motion was ad 
journed. We express the hope that it 
inay carry, and, in being carried, that 
it may havethe support of some, at 
least, of the Reformers in the House. 

The resolution is certaisly in accord 
with the spirit of the article on “Im- 
perial Federation” in our editorial eo}. 
umns, which was written before we 
reeeived a report of the resolution.

Deminion Appeintmest. 


Mr. H. H. Smith, Dominien Lands Com- 
missioner at Winnipeg, has been appeinted 
head of the immigration bureau just created. 
Mz-. Smith retains the office ef land commis 
sioner in addition to taking charge ef the 
immigration bureau, and remains at Winni- 
peg. He will have no increase in salary. 
Land ageats throughout Manitoba will in 
future combine the duties of immigration 
with these they at preset fill. The head- 
quarters where must of the correspondence 
outetde weuld be transacted will remain at 
Ottawa. The Interior Department officials 
get no extra pay for their increased duties. 
The immigration prospects are of the bright- 
est. Notonly is there a constant flow ef 
emigration from Enrope, but, in the United 
States, settlement seemed to have reached 
the limit and the tide was turning eur way. 
Immigrante are now beginnaiag to arrive 
from Michigan, Maine and Dakote.
